He 
said it was one of the strongest 
resolutions ever adopted by 
the U.N., re-establishing the 
basic rules of the U.N. charter. 

He said that he would not 
assume the power to specify 
the time of withdrawal of 
American and British troops 
from Jordan and Lebanon. 
That would be usurping the 
role of governments involved, 
he added, stressing that his 
function was to make the 
necessary arrangements on 
which governments could act. 

The U.N. “pr ”" ac 
cording to Hammarskjold, 
could be anything from “one 
man to quite a few men.” 

With his familiar diplomatic 
skill he insisted that not un- 
til he had consulted with all 
the governments in the Arab 
world would he be able to 
make any specific recommen- 
dations. 

His Plans as to Israel. 

But in response to a ques- 
tion he said that since Israel 
was not directly involved he 
did not feel that he would 
have to consult with the Is- 
raeli government although he 
probably would visit Jerusa- 
lem. 

The Assembly, by a vote of 
80 to 0, instructed Hammar- 
skjold last night to install a 
U.N. “presence” in Jordan and 
Lebanon to insure the inde- 
pendence of those ceuntries. 

The plan is designed to pro- 
tect the political and terri- 
torial integrity of Jordan and 
Lebanon by reaffirming pledges 
of the Arab nations to refrain 
from interfering in each oth- 
ers’ domestic affairs. ‘ 

Hammarskjold also was in- 
structed to draft a plan for eco- 
nomic development of the Mid- 
dle East in consultation with 
the Arab states. 

How Plan Evolved. 

Unanimity on the program 
was made possible when the 
representatives of Jordan and 
Lebanon got together with the 
delegates of the United Arab 
Republic and Iraq on Thursday 
afternoon and agfeed to the 
first draft of a resolution call- 
ing on the U.N. to “facilitate 
the early withdrawal of foreign 
troops” from the two countries 
that have been the center of 
the crisis.

Found in Space by Explorer IV 


Scientists Studying 


Possibility It Could Kill Man 


in 4% 


Data Say There Is

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fia., 
Aug. 22 (AP) — The deadly 
space radiation being investi- 
gated by Army satellite Ex- 
plorer IV could kill a man in 
four and a half hours. 

Thas was a possibility shown 
by studies of preliminary data 
relayed back by America's lat- 
est satellite as it whirls around 
the globe every 110 minutes, a 
physicist said yesterday. 

George Ludwig of the State 
University of Iowa said the 
Roentgen ratings on the radia- 
tion band starting about 480 
miles above the earth is amaz- 
ing. 

iventaces are measurements 
of the amount of ionization 
caused by gamma rays. If 10 
persons were exposed to a total 
of 450 roentgens of gamma rays 
each, five of them would die in 
a month.

Until 
now, he said, the ‘3000 troops 
here have had only an uwun- 


disclosed number of 4.2-inch 
mortars. 


The landing of the guns was 
taken by some observers here 
to mean the British are pre- 
paring for a stay of some 
length. 

King Hussein told a news 
conference yesterday he had 
not noticed any letup in the 
campaign against his govern- 
ment by Egyptians and Syrians. 


Jordan has charged the 
United Arab Republic with 
making a concerted effart to 
oust Hussein by subversion 
and propaganda.

WATER COMPANY 
URGED IN COUNTY 


Attorney Carroll J. 
Donohue Tells Free- 
holders Levy on 
Utility Would Be 
Reduced. 


Public ownership of the now 
privately operated St. Louis 
County Water Co. was urged 
by Carroll J. Donohue, at- 
torney, at a freeholders’ hear- 
ing on the community's water 
services last night. 

“The issue is to find the me- 
dium best geared to furnish 


the best and maximum water | 
service with the greatest effi- 
ciency and economy—and the 
welfare of the people is the 
greatest consideration,” Dono- 
hue said. 


“There are some _ services 
best furnished privately, others 
publicly,” he said. “Inherent) 
qualities in water service make | 
for it being furnished publicly. 
Water service is best adminis- 
tered by a public body directly 
responsible to the people.” 


Donohue, former president 
of the Bar Association of St. 
Louis, then listed factors that 
he said insured lower water | 
rates through public owner-| 
ship. | 

Meeting is Televised. | 

He was one of four witnesses 
heard during a two-hour tele- 
vised meeting held in the! 
studio of educational station) 
KETC. It was the first of sev-| 
eral freeholder sessions sched- 
uled to be telecast by the sta-| 
tion. 


Public ownership of the wa- | 
ter utility would reduce taxes | 
the company would have to 
pay, Donohue said. 

W. Victor Weir, president of | 
St. Louis County Water Co., | 
speaking before Donohue, told 
freeholders that the company 
paid 1957 taxes totaling $1,- 
425.610, representing 25 per 
cent of its gross income. 

“Where do these taxes go, 
and how much good do we get | 


out of them?” Donohue asked. | 
The $763,921 in taxes paid to 


the Federal Government, he 


said, “go out of the community, | 
and very little of it comes | 


back.” A large share of the 
$661,689 item listed by Wier 
as local taxes, Donohue said, 
goes to the state government 
with little of the sum return- 
ing to county in benefits. 

Low Taxes in City. 

On the other hand, Donohue 
gaid, the waterworks ownéd by 
the city of St. Louis paid only 

in taxes, the sum paid 
to the city itself as a gross re- 
ceipts tax. The Water De- 
partment, he said, was able to 
plow back into its facilities 
other money that, under pxi- 
vate ownership, would have 
gone out of the community in | 


the form of federal and state | 


taxes. 


ship, which must be figured | 
into the rates paid by a con- 


sumer, would be eliminated if | 
the water system were owned | 
publicly, Donohue said. | 

“I am not opposed to a pri- | 


vate concern earning a profit. 


It should make a profit,” he | 
said. “But the point is, the Mis- | 


souri Public Service Commis- 
sion has saddled us with the 
Obligation to pay a return to 
the company of about 6% per 
cent on its valuation which 
moves up with the economy. 
It means the people in the 
county have high rates and 
own nothing; the city has lower 
rates and owns its water 
system.” 


Avoiding State Control. 


Getting away from the state 
Public : Service Commission’s 
control would be an added 
benefit of a publicly owned 
system, Donohue said, He said 
the “far-away state agency has 
given more attention to setting 
rates than it has to the ade- 
quacy of the water service pro- 


Other savings that would re- 
sult from public ownership, he 
said, include elimination of 
business administration ex- 
penses “not common to govern- 
ment,” and lower interest rates 
on bonded indebtedness. 

Weir told the freeholders 
that lower rates do not neces- 
sarily result from public own- 
ership. He outlined the oper- 
ations of the St. Louis County 
Water Co. and said an esti- 
mated $60,000,000 to $75,000,- 
000 will be spent in the next 
15 years to provide adequate 
service for the rapidly expand- 
ing county population. 


The water utility executive 
said that advocates of public 
ownership are entitled to their 
opinion, and that he never 
quarreled with them. 

“T think their viewpoint can 
be backed up to some extent,” 
he said.

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By the Middle East ~ 

The Arab resolution in the U.N. General 
Assembly is doubly welcome. Not only has 
it received a unagimous vote and thus 
opened a way out of the Lebanon-Jordan af- 
fair, but it implies a considerable moderation 
of tactics by Egypt’s Colonel Nasser. . 

The implication may or may not be borne 
out by subsequent events. But as of now the 
reconciliation of Lebanon and Jordan with 
the other Arab states argues that the external 
pressure upon their governments is being 
lifted or at leasttemporarily suspended. Per- 
haps Nasser feels that he can gain more by 
such tacties than he can by the rougher game 
he was playing a few weeks ago. 

In any event, the way should be opened 
for Secretary General Dag Hammarskjold to 
establish some form of United Nations “pres- 
ence” in Jordana high commissionership or 
a special U.N. embassy has been suggested— 
that will permit British troops to be with- 
drawn. If the British can leave Jordan, Amer- 
ican troops can leave Lebanon, as the new 
government will certainly ask them to do 
when it takes over late in September. 

The Arab resolution will not solve the deep- 
er problems of the Middle East, but then no 
resolution could do so, Mr. Hammarskjold is 
instructed to continue his studies for an Arab 
economic development agericy, as President 
Eisenhower urged. Very little else of the 
Eisenhower policy remains. Nothing is said 
about indirect aggression, and the Assembly 
fortunately escaped a bitter and fruitless de- 
bate on that subject, Secretary Dulles ad- 
dressing his views to the Veterans of For- 
eign Wars instead. Nothing is said about 
setting up a U.N. police force to take over 
from the Anglo-American troops; nothing is 
said even about U.N. observers. Measures of 
this sort become less important with the re- 
conciliation of the Arab states. 

In the’ general satisfaction over the turn 
of events it should not be forgotten that it 
probably could not have taken place outside 
the United Nations. In spite of everything 
that is said about the Security Council's pa- 
ralysis and the Assembly’s lack of power to 
do more than recommend, the fact has once 
more been demonstrated that the U.N. serves 
an invaluable function merely by bringing 
nations together and creating incentives for 
some agreement among them. 

The Arabs got together at last because they 
preferred making some concessions to hav- 
ing a Western resolution imposed upon 
them. Incidentally the Arabs gave a rather | 
impressive demonstration of independence 
from the Soviet Union, leaving Mr. Gromyko 
high and dry still grinding out an outdated 
propaganda line. 

They also demonstrated, along with their 
independence of the West, an encouraging 
capacity to hold their extremists in check and 
engage in constructive statesmanship. The 
Middle East resolution was formulated not by 
the West, and not by the Russians, but by 

the Middle East. Perhaps that is the best 
news of all. 


Stop and Go Integration 


Chief Judge Archibald K. Gardner of the 
United States Court of Appeals has granted 
a stay of its order restoring integration in 
Little Rock, until the Supreme Court acts on 
the case. To the layman, the appeals court 
would seem to be staying an order that aver- 
ruled a stay. . } 

On Monday the court ruled 6 to 1 against 
postponing integration 30 months, as a district 
court had ordered. On Thursday Judge Gard- 
ner opened the way for postponing it pend- 
ing further legal action. With Little Rock 
schools opening next month, a prolonged stay 
could upset the whole intent of the appeals 
court’s vigorous order that integration should 
proceed. 

It seems to us the United States Supreme 
Court has a responsibility to act promptly’on 
a review, without waiting until its regular 
October term. 

Last June, the Supreme Court refused to 
by-pass the appeals Court in the case, but ad- 
vised it to act “in ample time to permit ar- 
rangements to be made for the next school 
year.” Those words would now seem tobe 
sound advice for the high court as well.

The CAA asserts the CAB authorized the 
kind of flight operations imvolved in the Ne- 
vada case and had not given the CAA authori- 
ty “to compel” other flight procedures in the 
area.

If the CAA is right, why did not the Air Force 
and the airlines reach some kind of agree- 
ment?. And, since they apparently did not, 
why did not the CAA or the CAB—or both— 
insist on steps to remove the peril? 

Such steps were taken, after the Nevada 
accident had taken 49 lives and after a simi- 
lar Maryland accident in May had taken 13 
more, The lack of control co-ordination be- 
tween military and other users of the airways 
has been remedied. But it took lives, general 
indignation and a crusade by leaders in the 
aviation field to bring about the reforms so 
obviously needed. 

The acrimonious exchange between the CAA 
and the CAB this week may be the last such 
one. Under the Monroney bill, now on Presi- 
dent Eisenhower’s desk awaiting signature, 
a single Federal Aviation Agency is to be set 
up. It will absorb the CAA, part of the CAB 
and several other government boards and 
agencies among which safety and traffic con- 
trol functions have been scattered. If it per- 
forms as well as its supporters have ably 
argued before Congress, there should be no 
more bitter charges and questions such as 
this week echoed the Nevada tragedy. 


Father Carries a Spear

Battle Between United Funds and Health Agencies 


Giving Public Is Caught in Cross-Fire in Competition for Donations

A civil war is raging amo 
Americans who raise oes to fight 
disease.

The Heart and Cancer groups and 
the National Society for Crippled 
Children and Adults (Easter seals) 
last fall told local units to get out of 
United Funds and Community Chests 
and resume independent drives. 
Two largé@ health agencies — the 
National Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis (March of Dimes) and the 
National Tuberculosis Association 
(Christmas .seals)— previously had 
flatly forbidden affiliation with con- 
solidated fund-raising groups. 
“These agencies whe seem deter- 
mined to wage a trade war for the 
contributor’s dollars have thrown 
down the gauntlet to federation,” 


bluntly asserts Ray R. Eppert, vice 
president of United Community 
Funds & Councils, the national or- 


. ganization representing these groups. 


Mr. Eppert, who also is executive 
vice president of Burroughs Corp., 
warns the national health 
agencies to “change their policies” 
or “suffer the consequences.” 

One “consequence” now being ex- 
plored by fund officials: Setting u 
a single, unified “National Heal 
Foundation” which, in effect, would 
compete with established health 
agencies. The Funds’ proposed Na- 
tional Health Foundation would be 
given a portion of U.F. collections 
to conduct its own research and med- 
ical services for all diseases—a pro- 
gram that, critics claim, would dupli- 
cate the work of existing agencies. 

Behind the name calling are these 
basic positions: 

The nation’s 1108 United Funds 
and some 1000 Community Chests— 
the latter, unlike the U.F.’s, primar- 
ily collect money only for local agen- 
cies:— contend their consolidated 
fund-raising campaigns are more ef- 
ficient and economical than a multi- 
tude of single drives. 


In fact, they argue, it was the 
great nuisance of fast-multiplying in- 
dividual drives that led to the rapid 
growth in consolidated campaigns. 

Many national health agencies in- 
sist they can garner more money by 
running their own drives. They claim 
their individual. campaigns allow 
donors to aid agencies of their own 
choice, educate contributors on the 
Semone signs of dread diseases and 

er great medical advances — 
such as against polio. 

There’s plenty at stake in the im- 


broglio for the participants and 
members of the philanthropic pub- 
lic, who now dig into purses and tills 
for more -than 800 million dollars 
yearly to give for health purposes. 

Americans, many of whom already 
are irritated and eonfused by count- 
less charity drives, may with increas- 
ing frequency find two solicitors at 
the door, both aski for help in 
fighting the same malede. 

“I honestly think there are dangers 


that friction between the United 


Funds and separate drives could 
cause contributors to close their 
pocketbooks,” says Frank McKeever, 
executive directo? of the United 
Fund in Portland, Ore. 

Dr. Lowell T. Coggeshall, Amer- 
lean Cancer Society president, has 
“no doubt that the sole purpose be- 
hind setting up such foundations is 
to force the American Cancer So- 
ciety and other national health or- 
ganizations into changing their pol- 
icies so that their local units may 
be more readily coerced into joining 
local federated fund-raising. There 
is no medical or scientifie justifica- 
tion for them?’ 

There are a few apparent neutrals 
in the fight: The American Red 
Cross hag taken the position. that 
those of its locals that want to do so 
are free to join United Funds. How- 
ever; the Red Cross frequently runs 
national independent appeals of its 
own in time of disaster to raise quick 
funds for emergency situations. 

Some of the smaller national 
health organizations—including those 
battling cerebral palsy, muscular dys- 
trophy and tis and rheumatism 
algo have taken a ive atti- 
tude toward their chapters joining 
United Funds. .

Enrollment This Fall Esti- 
mated at 99,533 Compared 
With 96,256 Last Year. 


Enrollment in all public 
schools in St. Louis this fall 
is expected to be 3200 more 
than it was last year, the Board 
of Education announced to-/ 
day. Last year enrollment to- 
taled 96,256 and this fall it 
is estimated to be 99,533. 

All schools in the city, in- 
cluding elementary and high 
schools and Harris Teachers 
College, will open Sept. 4. 
Most of the St. Louis county 
schools will open during the 
week following Labor Day, 
Sept. 1. 

Registration for new’ elemen- 
tary and kindergarten pupils 
will be held Thursday and Fri- 
day next week in all city ele- 
mentary schools. 

Figures released by the board 
today showed an estimated 19,- 
415 students are expected to 
be enrolled in city high schools, 
comp with 18,755 last year;

VICTORY IN FARM 
BILL PASSAGE

WASHINGTON, Aug. 22 — 
President Eisenhower and his 
much-belabored Secretary of | 
Agriculture, Ezra Taft Benson, 
counted’ a major victory this 
week as the waning Eighty- 
Fifth Congress passed a farm 
bill. The bill tends to reduce 
what Benson calls “crippling | 
allotments and artificial pric- 
ing.” 

Viewed as a compromise that 
contains allurements both for 
the corn belt and the cotton- 
growing South, the legislation 
sent to Mr. Eisenhower reduces 
price supports and lessens pro- 
duction controls on cotton, 
corn. rice and feed grains. 


At his press conference 
Wednesday, the President was 
asked how he assessed the fact 
that Congress had passed, for 
the first time since he entered 
the White House, a farm bill 
closely tailored to the Admin- 
istration’s farm policy.

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Construction Trend Rapidly 
Reversed in First Half of 1958; 
Dodge Economist Delineates Change

half. of 1958 For the first 
thre® months of this period, 
contracts for future construc- 
tion in the United States 
dropped sharply from the com- 
parable year-earlier months. 
January contracts were down 
10 per cent, February down 10 
er cent, and in March con- 
tratts fell 12 per cent below a 
year ago. The declines were 
widespread, affecting nearly 
every category and it was evi- 
dent that the construction in- 
dustry was beginning to feel 
the effects of the general eco- 
nomic recession then in prog- 
ress. 

However, the widely herald- 
ed decline in construction con- 
tracts proved to be short-lived 
as contract activity rebounded 
sharply during the second 
quarter of the year. In April, 
cénstruction contracts surged 4 
per cent ahead of April 1957, 
marking the first time in six 
months that contracts exceeded 
the year-earlier level. Con- 
tracts for future construction 
in May set an all-time high for 
ahy month on record, and the 
June contracts soared 12 per 
cent above the previous all- 
time peak just reached in May. 
Several factors stood out in the 
sharp rise in contract activity 
during the second quarter. 
Among them were these: 

Contracts for residential 
buildings in the April-through- 
June period picked up substan- 
tially, registering a gain of 7 
per cent over the comparable 
tipnths of last year. Residen- 
tial contracts ‘in the first quar- 
ter had dropped 8 per cent be- 
low a year ago. The recent 
spurt in housing activity can 
probably be attributed to three 
things: (1) a renewal of con- 
sumer confidence as the reces- 
sion showed signs of leveling 
off; (2) more liberal financing 
terms were made available un- 
der both the VA and FHA pro- 
grams by the Housing Act of 
1958; and (3) the effects of 
easier money conditions. 

*Publie construction was par- 
ticularly strong during the sec- 
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ond quarter, rising 21 per cent 
above the corresponding period 
of 1957. During a first quarter, 
public ownership contracts ran 
7 per cent below ‘the’ year 
ago. In contrast, private owner- 
ship contracts registered de- 
clines in both quarters, down 
one per cent in the second and 
down 13 per cent in the first. 

Heavy Engineering Up. 

Total construction contracts 
for the first half of 1958 
amounted to $16,788,000,000 
down one per cent from the 
record levels of the comparable 
1957 period. In other words, 
the sharp improvement which 
was registered in the April- 
through-June contracts was not 
quite sufficient to overcome 
the substantial declines of the 
earlier months. One major 
category, non-residential build- 
ings remained weak throughout 
the first half. Contracts for 
non-residential buildings in 
the January-through June pe- 
roid were valued at $5,508.,- 
000,000, a decline of 8 per 


cent below a year ago. Both of 


the other major categories 
registered gains inthe first 
six months of 1958 over the 
year-earlier levels; residential 
building, at $6,505,000,000, up 
one per cent, and heavy én- 
gineering, at $4,776,000,000, up 


6 per cent. 
Trends in some.of the more 
significant construction cat- 


egories are presented below. 
As is our custom, we are mak- 
ing available in this mid-year 
review certain details of the 
Dodge construction contract 
statistics which are not ordinar- 
ily made public. All figures 
below are 48-state totals for 
the first half of 1958, and all 
percentage changes are com- 
parisons with the first half of 


1957. 

Residential Buildings: As we 
pointed out earlier, contracts 
for residential buildings in- 
creased substantially during 
the past several months after 
a rather poor showing early in 
the year. In the first half of 
1958, residential building con- 
tracts totalled $6,505,000,000, a 
gain of 1 per cent. over last 
year. The number of dwell- 
ing units represented by the 
residential contracts rose by 3 
per cent, with a large part of 
the gain accounted for by 
apartment buildings. However, 
single family homes were in a 
decided uptrend as the period 


drew to aclose. At the end of 
the first six months, the num- 
ber of single family units was 
down only 1 per cent compared 
with a 9 per cent decline at the 
end of the first quarter. 

Industrial . Buildings: Con- 
tracts for manufactering build- 
ings ‘in the first half of this 
year totalled $690,000,000, a de- 
cline of 44 per cent. This was 
by far the largest decline reg- 
istered for any category both 
percentagewise and in actual 
dollar. volume. The drastic 
weakness in contracts for man- 
ufarturing buildings reflects 
the sharp drop in business ex- 
pansion plans which has been 
underway for some time. Rela- 
tively low levels of consump- 
tion together with general 
overcapacity in many industries 
indicate even further declines 
in business spending for ex- 
pansion purposes through the 
remainder of this year and on 
into 1959. 

Commercial Buildings: Con- 
tracts for commercial build- 
ings, the largest non-residential 
building group, during the first 
half of 1958 were valued at 
$1,522,000,000, a drop of 10 
per cent below a year ago. 
Within this category’ office 
buildings and related . types 
registered the greatest dollar 
decline, falling 13 per cent be- 
low last year. Store buildings 
and commercial garages and 
service stations were also be- 
low the year-earlier levels. 

Schools: The educational and 
science building category was 
expected to be a source of 
strength in 1958. However, con- 
tracts for this type of building 
in the first half totaled $1,- 
486,000,000, down 2 per cent 
from last year. The history of 
school construction in the post- 
war period has been one of 
continued year-to-year gains as 
a result of-the rapidly rising 
school age population. Demand 
pressures should be sufficient 
to cause a rise in school build- 
ing activity during the remain- 
der of this year. 

Hospital Buildings: Contracts 
for hospital buildings in the 
first six months of this year 
amounted to $485,000,000, a 
gain of 4 per cent over a year 
ago. Substantial increases in 
the second quarter more than 
offset a 14 per cent decline 
registered during the first 
three ‘months. Hospital build-

Public Buildings: Contracts 
for public buildings in the first 
half of 1958 scored the largest 
percentage increase in the non- 
residential category. \ Public 
building contracts were valued 
at $345,000,000, up 71 per cent 
from last year. Public admin- 
istration buildings were up sub- 
stantially and contracts for 
jails and penitentiaries were 
more than double the year- 
earlier level. 


Religious Buildings: Con- 
tracts for religious buildings 
amounted to $365,000,000, down 
one per cent from a year ago. 
Here again, though, the second 
quarter figures were above a 
year ago but not enough to off- 
set a decline of 12 per cent 
during the first three months 
of the year. 

Recreational Buildings: One 
of the most surprising gains for 
a recessionary period was that 
registered for social and recre- 
ational buildings. Awards for 
this type of building totaled 
$259,000,000, an increase of 20 
per cent. 


Public Works: Contracts for 
public works were valued at 
$3,320,000,000, an increase of 
9 per cent over a year ago. 
Public works contracts got off 
to a slow start early in the 
year and for the first quarter 
were 2 per cent below the year- 
earlier level, but substantial 
gains during the April-through-

When you are glibly urged 
by an out-of-town stranger to 
pay in advance a fee to assure 
the certain sale of your real 
property at a figure above 
what you feel it to be worth, 
through extensive national ad- 
vertising, call the Real Estate 
Board of Metropolitan St. 
Louis before you sign any con- 
tract, urges Quentin P. Alt, 
president of the board. 

“You may save yourself from 
becoming .the victim of racke- 
teers who have cheated thou- 
sands of property owners of 
an estimated $25,000,000 to 
$50,000,000 a year, in recent 
times, with the result that a 
Congressional committee has 
just held hearings with a view 
to making the racket a federal 
criminal offense,” Alt added. 

Alt made it clear, however, 
that he is not cautioning 
against reputable firms and 
brokers who sometimes charge 
an advance fee during a real 
estate transaction and who do, 
indeed, perform the services— 
including the advertising — 
stipulated in the contract they 
offer and the oral presenta- 
tion of their representative. 
Firms of this reliable charac- 
ter include many of the most 
prominent in the real estate 
field and are well known to 
realtors. 

To help St. Louis residents 
be on their guard against pos- 
sible advance fee racketeers, 
Alt gave the following general 
description of their technique: 

“The salesmen of such firms

approach owners of commercial 


properties, farms, and even 
homes, orally promising fast 
sales at unrealfstic prices 


through a far-flung, coast-to- 
coast service. Then they make 
their ‘touch’ — a preliminary 
fee to ‘help defray the heavy 
expense of national advertising 
and traveling to contacts.’ 

“This advance fee is often 
1 per cent or more of the sales 
price, which the representa- 
tives pull out of the air without 
any study of the assets or ap- 
praisal of the business or 
property. They frequently add 
a few thousand dollars to the 
asking price established by the 
owner, With flashy catalogues, 
fancy engraved performance 
bonds, letters of endorsement, 
and other sales gimmicks, they 
are able to talk the uninitiated 
owner into parting with any- 
where from $125 to $3000. 

“A close examination of the 
papers presented usually dis- 
closes that the so-called bro- 
kerage organization guarantees 
only to advertise the property 
—a far cry from the glib oral 
promises of quick cash sale by 
the representative. If the own- 
er hears at all from the firm 
again, all that he generally re- 
ceives is one or two classified 
ads in a newspaper, a worth- 
less listing in a catalogue, or 
vague excuses for the inaction. 

“If the company soliciting 
business on the basis of the 
payment of an advance fee is 
a reputable one, they will have 
no objection to a St. Louis citi- 
zen’s consultation with this 
board on the subject,” Alt said. 
“Thus, no harm will be done if 
the proposed deal is a bona 
fide one. If it is not, then our 
residents taking advantage of 
this public service of St, Louis 
Realtors will be able to save 
themselves from being taken 
for a substantial loss.” 


Dr. Woodruff writes that the 
subject of his five-year case 
study from 1953 through 1957 
was a 50-year-old home con- 
sidered typical and located in 
a stable old neighborhood in 
Pittsburgh. It was of brick and 
frame construction. Converted 
into five apartments towards 
the end of the depression, it 
was rented furnished through- 
out the five-year period of the 
study. 

He writes that the study was 
launched following an observa- 
tion that small apartments 
made out of old residence in 


Many areas outnumber. all 
other kinds of investment 
property. 


“They are the ‘poor man’s’ 
investment since the price is 
low and the cash outlay is 
small,” Dr. Woodruff declares. 
“Purchasers often plan to ac- 
cupy part of the premises and 
rent the remainder. But such 
owners seldom count all the 
costs of ownership.” 

Considering how many such 
houses exist, the Pittsburgh 
professor further observed, op- 
erating information is remark- 
ably scanty. 

Here are the main .conclu- 
sions arrived at as a result of 
the study: 


“1. Whereas newer rental 
property in the city gained in 
value, this house lost about 24% 
per cent in five years at a rate 
of about 4% per cent a year. 

“2. Whereas rents rose in 
general, this property, although 
well maintained, had- to accept 
a decline in rents of about 5% 
per cent in five years. 


“3. Taxes rose in the five- 
year period, taking 9.6 per cent 
of rent at the start and 11 per 
eent at the end. This unwhole- 
some trend is apt to continue. 


“4. Vacancies occurred in 
each of the five test years, al- 
though this was a period of 
generally high prosperity. 

“5. Repairs were required in 
each of the five years and av- 
eraged 8.07 per cent of total 
rent. 


“6. Some expense items 
changed little from year to 
year. Others fluctuated consid- 
erably. 

“7. Cash return on equity 
was about 844 per cent. 

“8. Rapid mortgage amortiza- 
tion aided to the cash return 
made the total investment satis- 
factory. 

“9. While profitable invest- 
ments can be made in such 
property, they are not for the 
naive or inexperienced. Pur- 
chase at too high a price based 
on optimism about rents, re- 
pairs, or vacancies, can lead 
only to loss. Professional man- 
agement service is well worth 
its cost; and the investment 
should be made with due re- 
gard for the inescapable haz- 
ards.”

OAKLAND, Calitf., 
Aug. 22 (UPI). 

ON THE EVENING of Aug. 
16, the Jacuzzi family sat down 
to a modest dinner here ef 150 
chickens, 150 pounds of roast 
beef, 150 boxes of ravioli, 175 
dishes of ice cream, topped 
off with 10 to 15 cases of im- 
ported Italian wine, 10 cases 
of champagne and 8 pounds of 
coffee. 

They were the 188 decend- 
ants of Giovanni and Teresa 
Jacuzzi, who at the turn of the 
century in Udine Province, 
Italy, filled their 13 children 
with a desire to maintain fam- 
ily unity. 

That summer evening, an 
ocean and continent away and 
-about 175 children later, the 
Jacuzzis held ‘their second re- 
union since coming to Ameri- 
ca, reaffirming their Old World 
tradition against the modern 
tendency of family disintegra- 
tion. 

Valeriano Jacuzzi, eldest at 
71 of the surviving seven chil- 
dren, stood in Colombo Hall 
and welcomed a crtowd of 22 
relatives from ‘the first gen- 
eration, 66 ffom the second 
and 100 in the third. 


Determined fo come to 
America, the first of the seven 
Jacuzzi brothers arrived in 
1907, penniless. They were 
Valeriano, Joseph, Frank and 
Candido. They worked where 
and when they could. Money 
earned by each brother was 
used to sponsor the passage of 
another family member. It 


took 14 years to get the entire 
family, including the parents, 
to this country.

“THE SHIP WAS LOADED,” at the APOLLO, is one 
of those old-fashioned farces based on mistaken identity. 
The idea may be old, but the execution is exceedingly 
clever. 


Its episodes, moving at a frenetic pace, range from 
the chuckle-producing to the convulsing. 
It is one of the funniest imports of the 
year from England. It makes one of 
Britain’s proudest institutions, the Royal 
Navy, look pretty silly at times, but its 
wacky antics are all just for fun.

Reasons for 
Leaks in 
Basements 
By Hubbard Cobb 


ONE of the most common 
reasons for leaky basement 
walls is that water collects in 
the earth adjoining the maz 
sonry wall and eventually finds 
a crack or weak spot in the 
wall through which it can flow: 
into the basement. The obvi- 
ous solution is to keep the 
earth next to the basement. 
from becoming thus saturat- 
ed with water. . 

One of the first things to do 
is to check the condition of 
gutters and downspouts to be 
sure that they are tight, do not. 
leak and that the downspouts. 
or leaders do not discharge 
water near the house but are 
connected into dry wells or 
storm sewers some distance 
from the house. 


The next thing to do is pre 
vent the soil next to the house 
from absorbing and holding 
too much moisture. Often when 
a house is being built the earth 
put back after the basement 
wall is built is not properly 
compacted. What's more, stone, 
masonry and other debris are 
often tossed into the excava- 
tion and these create voids 
which fill with water. Often it’s 
wise to dig down a few feet 
along the basement wall and 
remove this debris and then 
backfill with earth which is 
tamped to produce a solid mass. 
Another good trick is to grade 
the grounds adjoining the base- 
ment wall so that they will 
slant downward and away from 
the wall for about eight feet. 
If you get a good lawn on top 
of this graded soil you should 
not have any more trouble with 
water reaching the basement 
wall.
